Opposition fighters continued to push west 
Monday, entering territory loyal to Libyan 
leader Moammar Gadhafi, but were quickly 
beaten back, rebels said, highlighting the 
tenuous nature of their recent gains. 

As they moved into Umm el Ghindel— 
near Sirte, Gadhafi’s birthplace—opposi- 
tion fighters began searching homes and 
found that Gadhafi’s forces had armed resi- 
dents in the area, they said. As they were 
talking to residents, asking them to join 


the opposition, gunfire broke out. Rebels 
said they refused to fire back and began a 
hasty retreat. A stream of vehicles could be 
seen fleeing the area. 

CNN could not independently confirm 
details of what had transpired. 

Taking Sirte would be a symbolic victory 
for the rebels, who regained control of sev- 
eral significant towns over the weekend as 
coalition airstrikes continued. Rebels said 
the fight to take over Sirte could be their 
toughest and bloodiest battle yet.

That’s where GP has spent the past 
two years: Among the buses. With 3g 
routes to go in her goal to get schooled 
on each CTA line, GP takes a ride dcwn 
memory lane and assigns superlatives to 
some of the CTA’s classiest routes.

Red Line riders may 
notice an unfamiliar 
smell coming from the 
pedway that attaches 
to the Lake Red Line 
station.

“They didn’t buy us to change what we're 
doing,” Goose Island founder John Hall said 
Monday. If A-B was going to water down the 
product, he said, “I wouldn’t have done it. I 
wouldn't have worked 23 years to build what I 
have to [throw] it away in five minutes.” 

The move comes as many popular craft 
brewers are faced with cutting their distribu- 
tion areas because of the popularity of their 
brews, or even selling out completely. A-B, 
which is owned by Anheuser-Busch InBev of 
Belgium, will invest $1.3 million to expand 
Goose Island’s brewing capacity. 

“We've been growing and you reach a point 
and you have to keep growing or you stop,” 
Hall said. “We’ve had difficulty meeting de- 
mand.” He added that the company had to 
drop certain beers, such as Hex Nut Brown 
Ale, Oatmeal stout and Christmas ale.

“These are beers people liked but we had to 
drop because we didn’t have capacity,” Hall, 
68, said. He will stay on as CEO. 

His son, Goose Island brewmaster Greg 
Hall, who will step down next month, ac- 
knowledged the debate as well. 

“Some people will think this is not the best 
news,” he said. Still, with A-B’s backing and 
increased distribution, “there are a heck of a 
lot of people who have never heard of Goose 


Island who will be able to try us.” 

Harry Schuhmacher, publisher of Beer 
Business Daily, said that A-B has a “pretty 
good” track record of remaining hands-off 
with the craft-style brewers it’s invested in. 
But it’s never owned one outright. (Craft beer, 
incidentally, is expected to make up 11 percent 
of total beer consumption this year.) 

“It’s going to turn off some drinkers,” 
Schuhmacher said. On the other hand, he

the company. A-B has played a role in Goose 
Island’s distribution ever since. 

According to the Brewers Association, a 
beer cannot technically be referred to as a 
craft if more than 25 percent of the brewery 
is owned by any entity that is not itself a craft 
brewer. Julia Herz, craft beer program director 
at the association, noted that Goose Island has 
not been classified as a craft beer since 2006. 

The Goose Island deal involved two steps. 
ASB said it will acquire Craft Brewers’ 42 per- 
cent stake in Goose Island for $16.3 million 
and the remaining 58 percent of the company 
for $22.5 million. A-B promised the Halls that

it would not to make major changes to the 
brewer. Instead, the plan is to expand distri- 
bution of Goose products in the Midwest to 
determine which products might also do well 
in markets farther afield. 

While Honker’s Ale, India Pale Ale and 
312 Urban Wheat already enjoy broad aware- 
ness, A-B president Dave Peacock pointed to 
smaller-batch products such as Matilda, Sofie 
and Bourbon County Stout as products likely 
to appeal to a wider audience. 

“You don’t want to change what’s working,” 
Peacock said. “It would be crazy to change the 
taste of their products.”

Meet the new guy 


Goose goes in-house to pick its new brewmaster

Beer isn’t his middle name, but it’s pretty 
close. 

Brett Porter—whose last name is 
spelled identically to the porter style of 
dark beer—was named Monday as Goose 
Island’s new brewmaster. 

He is slated to take the top spot May 1 
from Brewmaster Greg Hall, the son of 
the company’s CEO, who is shifting to a 
consulting role after having been brew- 
master since 1995. 

Porter, 47, has been head brewer at 
Goose Island since May after coming 
to Chicago from Bend, Ore., where he 
worked as head brewer for Deschutes 
Brewery. 

His promotion comes on the heels 
of the announcement Monday that the 
Chicago-based brewing powerhouse is 
being taken over by Anheuser-Busch, a 
subsidiary of Belgium-based Anheuser- 
Busch InBev N.V. 

While the Park Ridge resident says 
he was ready for the announcement 
(he’d known about the Anheuser-Busch 
purchase “for a while”), he wasn’t ready 
for some of the negative reactions from 
Goose Island fans. 

“I wasn’t prepared for the things that 
I’ve heard and seen people saying,” Por- 
ter said Monday. “It seems to be the big- 
gest story in Chicago today.” 

He said it will be only a matter of time 
before people see that the changes won't 
be affecting their favorite brews. “The 
beer is going to speak for itself,” Porter 
said. “[People need to] give us a chance to

“Brett is a fantastic brewer,” Hall is 
quoted as saying. “His years brewing 
in the Northwest made him a perfect 
choice for head brewer last year and a 
natural choice for the next Goose Island 
brewmaster. 

Porter also addressed critics who have 
expressed concern that the purchase by 
Anheuser-Busch will compromise the 
quality of Goose Island, saying the com- 
panies have partnered for distribution 
since 2006. 

“I’m very positive about all of this,” 
Porter said. “I’m just hoping that I can fill 
Greg Hall’s shoes. ... I’ve already learned a 
lot from him. I’ve had very good teachers 
and I intend to use those lessons.”

But playing with 
a guy like Rose and not nearly hitting your 
head on the rim every time you dunk makes 
you easily overshadowed. 

Deng may not have crazy hair. He isn’t the 
big new acquisition. And he doesn’t do things 
a few times a game that you don’t think are 
humanly possible. But the Bulls wouldn’t 
have had their success without Deng on the 
team. 

It’s time to take notice.

It may not feel like spring —what’s with this weather? — but the season is 
right on schedule at local breweries. Here are new and seasonal releases 


that we’re extra excited about. Like spring, these beers aren't likely to 


next last long—grab ’em before they’re gone. 


Three Floyds 
Blackheart 


Why you need this beer: Because you 

may not be able to get your hands on Three 
Floyds’ biggest spring release, Dark Lord 
Russian Imperial Stout. (The stout is only 
available at the Munster, Ind.-based brewery’s 
annual Dark Lord Day, and tickets for the fest 
are long gone.) Aim instead for Blackheart, 
an India pale ale with hints of oak and va- 
nilla that’s brewed with English malt and 
hops. Three Floyds sales manager Lincoln 
Anderson calls it “deceptively strong.” 


Also incoming: Three Floyds plans to bottle 
Zombie Dust and add it to its seasonal 
lineup. The citrus-tinged pale ale has been 
available on draft, but look for it in six-packs 
soon. “It’s a really refreshing and delicious 
summertime beer,” Anderson said. We'll be 
ready. 


When you can have it: Blackheart should 
be available around the third week of May, 
in 22-ounce bombers and on draft in local 

pubs. 


Haymarket’ 
Come Back 
and Guzzle 


Why you need this beer: 
Forget Christmas in July— 
Haymarket’s holidays start 
in April. When the “12 Steps 
of Christmas” show opens 
Saturday in the pub’s in- 
house theater, Haymarket 
will begin offering the 
Belgian dark strong ale. 
Spiced with cloves, nutmeg 
and cinnamon, Come Back 
and Guzzle is named for Dr. 
Seuss’ real last name, Geisel, 
and his great-grandfather’s 
brewery, Kalmbach and Geisel, Haymarket owner 
and brewmaster Pete Crowley said. 


When you can have it: Starting Saturday on 
draft at the West Loop brewpub, until it sells out. 
“Hopefully it lasts the four weeks [that the show 
runs],” Crowley says. 


Revolution Brewing’ 
God of War 


Why you need this beer: The Logan Square brewpub’s God 
of War is similar to an Oktoberfest/marzen style. “It’s a little 
more full-bodied than standard lagers, with a caramel-y, am- 
ber-ish hue,” Revolution manager Gabriel Boden said. 


Also on tap, in mid-April: Revolution’s dry, French-style Coup 
D’Etat saison, made with Belgian yeast, which “creates its own 
aromas—a slightly banana aroma, a spice aroma,” Boden said. 
“We aim for spice.” 


When you can have it: Revolution releases new brews 
Wednesdays; look for God of War on April 6.

When you can have’em: “We will be in bars by May 1,” brand ambassador 
Kristin Denecke said. Look for Cut Throat and Golden Wing on draft at local 
spots such as Beer Bistro, Small Bar and Bangers & Lace. In addition, Finch’s 
plans to release the brews in 16-ounce tallboy cans this summer. “We went with 
cans because they’re almost 100 percent recyclable, as opposed to bottles,” 
Denecke said. “They also keep the sun’s rays completely out.”

First, Britney, to answer your question: Yes, 
most people would hold their body against 
you if you asked, and no, despite your per- 
sonal problems over the years, they wouldn't 
hold your comment against you. 

That cheeseball play on words from “Hold 
It Against Me,” the danceable-despite-its-stu- 
pidity first single off the pop star’s seventh al- 
bum, “Femme Fatale,” represents all there is to 
Spears at this point. Her generic lyrics (sample: 
“I can't take it, take it, take no more; never felt 
like, felt like this before”) are come-ons serving 
only as backdrops for dance numbers and half- 
hearted lip-synching at awards shows. 

Of course, that doesn’t matter when fans 
have come to expect only memorable hooks 
and club bangers, not an artist with anything 
to say. “Femme Fatale” constantly reiterates 
Spears’ limitations as a singer (she sounds 
indifferent and childish trying to express 
emotion on “Trip to Your Heart” and the nasal 
“Criminal”), while saluting the fantastically 
glossy, throbbing production work on booty- 
shakers like the bouncing “I Wanna Go,” irre- 
sistible “Gasoline” and the galloping “Till the

the chorus into sweaty overdrive. 

Still, people should be able to move it on 
the dance floor without laughing at the same 
time. That’s not possible during moronic cuts 
like “(Drop Dead) Beautiful” (“Your body looks 
so sick | think | caught the flu,” sings Spears) 


and “How | Roll,” featuring innuendo-through- 


pronunciation lyrics like “| wanna go down- 
town where the posse’s at/‘cause | got nine 
lives like a kitty cat.” (Hint to that innuendo: It 
doesn’t sound like she’s saying “posse.”) Yet 
nothing trumps “Big Fat Bass,” a commentary 
on the size of the bass.
